There wasn't much wind, as 
the ferry moved in peaceful 
rhythm with her heavy freight 
of Joaded trucks and cars. From 
where we were standing I looked 
up to see “Old Glory” waving 

‘ainst the blue of the sky. I 
could also see the captain, ruddy 
faced and pleasant, forever guid- 
ing his ‘boat into the right chan- 
nels with faith as high as the 
highest waves. 


Our hostess knew we'd be fam- 
ished so had lunch ready for.us; 
after which sve went to the beach- 
es. There was a little hill I had 
walked over many times, the view 
from it fascinating, the gulls, seen 
in every bay, following boats, fly- 
ing gracefully and doing a good 
job at scavenging, were,no doubt 
the herring gulls. The great ex- 
panse of water was transformed 
into. a scene of ‘beatty by the 
white winged gulls. 

When the afternoon faded, we 
went home following some good 
paved roads, one stretch of sand 
road and some narrow ones 
through roadside alders or cathe- 
dral firs, straight and towering. 

Saturday morning was warm for 
October but the rain had come 
during the night which I had heard 
patter and tap on the leaves out- 
side my window.

Sunday was a gorgeous day so 
we packed lunch and lad a cook 
out at Mullen’s Head. As the hours 
sped by, we enjoyed it all. White 
Sea gulls flying, sand pipers rin- 
ning, washed and worn stones, wea- 
theréd houses, mansions, sand and 
sea-roses, firs and hills, and the

At the Board of Directors meet- 
ing on Oct, 6, I presented the 
Board with an Administrative Ac- 
tion Plan outlining steps the ad- 
ministration plans to take ta meet 
the goals set by the Board during 
the past summer. In seyeral areas, 
action has already been initiated, 
and significant progress made tow- 
ard reaching the goals set by the 
District. I plan to review the ad- 
ministration’s progress toward each 
goal at Board meetings mid-March 
and mid-June, It is my hope that 
the defining of district goals and 
the development of this action plan 
will help to define the direction of 
the district in the coming year. 

Goal #1—Improve Student Ach- 
jevement and Discipline with an 
emphasis on the following: 

Implementing a Basic Skills Pro- 
gram—Following the recomenda- 
tions of the Basic Skills Commit- 
tee, the administration will: De- 
velop a uniform promotion policy 
for elementary, middle school, and 
high school students with an em- 
phasis on identifying the specific 
skills students must possess in or- 
der to earn a promotion; Raise 
expectations. in all courses at all 
grade levels in all phases of work, 
with an emphasis on correct spell- 
ing, correct grammar, and neat- 
ness in all graded assignments; 
Make the public aware of any 
curriculum changes that the Dis- 
trict implements in response to 
strengthen ‘lie overall curriculum. 

Developing a Program for Gifted 
and Talented Students —- Rosema- 
rie Hirshey, who coordinated the 
writing of a grant to initiate gift- 
ed and talented program last year, 
has received the state’s critique 
of our proposal so that we can im- 
prove our proposal for FY '82. The 
gifted and talented committee thas 
been established to develop the 
grant for the coming year.
